A Rule 132 Declaration is submitted concurrently herewith setting forth the experimental 

results. 

In order to answer the Examiner's objection relating to the "specific drug" comprised in 
the formulation, an example with Trapidil, as active ingredient, is provided. Furthermore, there 
are some examples with various active ingredients (pseudoephedrine, trapidil, hydrocodone, 
efletirizine) in the patent application.

In order to answer the Examiner's objection relating to the "specific amounts of 
excipients" comprised in the formulation, examples made with pseudoephedrine as active 
substance but with various amounts of excipients are provided. 

Applicants respectfully submit that these experimental examples will be suitable to 
overcome the Examiner's concerns. 

These experimental results coupled with the experimental results which are set forth in 
the specification and in the Rule 132 Declaration filed April 28, 2003 clearly demonstrate the 
unexpected controlled release of active substance from the claimed pharmaceutical composition, 
commensurate in scope with the claims.
